How long are 
we to be content with’ Imperial Edicts, 
full of meaningless platitudes like tho 
one we published on Saturday, opening 
with the statemont that ‘Since the open- 
ing of China to the commerce of Western 
countries, foreigners have been allowed 
to reside in the interior, the most friendly 
relations frevniling, and the Imperial 
Government, with « magnanimous spirit, 
has repeatedly piven instructions to the 
Provincial officials to extend protectioa 
jo them at all times.’ If the Foreign 
Ministecs had any national sclt-respect 
they would unanimously protest against 
the issue of any such proclamation, 
which distinctly implies inferiority of 
tace to the Foreignors and that a favour 
is being conferred upon them in being 
diowed to reside in China. In puiat of 
faet the Central Authority at Peking is 
not worth treating as a Government. 
But the main point is that the Chinese 
Government has no effective authority 
throughout the Empire. China is in'a 
state of chaos, and the sooner that is 
recognised the better for China and 
foreign intercourse with China. At the 
very moment -this Imperial dict is 
promulgated,.Canton is placarded with: 


people against the Foreigners; and a 
pamphlet is in circulation. animadvert- 
ing. in vulgar Chinese upon  Chris- 
tianity and holding. up missionaries 
to ridicule and covtumely.

THE KUCHENG MASSACRE. 
THE BEGINNING OF THE TROUBLE. 

Io the July number of the Church Mis- 
sionary Intelligencer (the organ of . the 
Church Missionsry Society) there. is an 
extract from a private letter by the late 
Rov. R. W, Stewart, dated 27th March, 
giving an account of the trouble ‘a tur- 
bulent political sect, calling themselves | 
Vogoterians,' were giving the Chincse 
authorities in the neighbourhood of Ku- 
chong. Mr Stewart wroto:— 

Two nights ago I wae writing ver7 late, 
proposing to start on a long itineration 
next morning. I had just finished my 
quarter’s accounts for Hongkong and my 
mail, abont 4 a.m., when I woe startled 
hy calls of my name outsido the house. 
Our ative clergyman and several loading 
Christiuns had, made their way ooress the 
river to bring me pews that on ivformation 
received the mandarin had suddenly ordered 
all tho gatoa of the city to be walled toat 
night to resist a rising among tho Vege- 
torians! We hed besides ouraolvos about 
100 women ond children in our compound. 
Wo talkod and prayed aod planned till 
daylight, when we woke everybody op, 
and first turned our ottention to tho 
schools, It was impossibla to aond these 
women and girls home, tho rain began and 
fell in torrenta, and no chairs could be got 
for ther, and with their small feet the 
women could not walk, so the only thing 
was to send them into the city. Wo first 
sonnded the neighbouring villuge people as 
to whethor they. wonld bonse them, but 
thoy were too frightened, and thought only 
of yrotecting themsolves. 

By daylight evory gateway had been 
bnilt np; the only ingress was by 6 ladder 
holonging to our chapel onthe wall. ‘They 
started off, a wonderfal procession of women

The mau- 
darin visited me this morning, bat 1 could 
pot find oot. on what information he was 
acting. The story is thut late that Wed- 
nesduy evening an old man a stranger, 
presonted himealf at the yamén with a lot. 
ter which be eaid must at once be taken to 
tho wanderin, or bo wonld prese in and 
doliver it himseif. It was dons, the stran- 
ger went bis way, and the gates were ins- 
tantly ordcred to bo built ap.
